entirity. It is suggested that persons claiming 
membership in an NSAC church review this 
periodically, in order to fix the obligations and 
implications more firmly in their minds.

Each church and church member is unique, 
though all have the NSAC Charter, Declara- 
tion of Principles, Definitions, and guidance to 
operate from. 

There is always room for improvement how- 
ever, and churches are no exception. What can 
you do to help your church and Pastor improve 
conditions within your own church? What 
unique talent do you have or wish to develop 
—in order to improve the church, the state or- 
ganization, and the NSAC? 

For one month, observe and listen. Chances 
are you will see the same people doing the same 
things they have been doing for months or 
years .. . and everyone takes it for granted 
that that’s the way it will be next month and 
next year—‘because that’s the way we always 
do it here.’ One thing in this life is certain, and 
it’s called ‘change.’ 

If one of our objectives is the continual im- 
provement of our organization . the first 
place to improve is within ourselves. The first 
change must come from within. The attitude of 
a willingness to change ourselves and our sur- 
roundings for the betterment of our church and 
the NSAC, should be a basic characteristic of 
every person that claims membership in our or- 
ganization. 

The same people are always seen doing the 
work and doing the thinking for the church, 
year after year. The same people conduct the 
Lyceum, play the church organ, are the ushers, 
the officers, and the custodians. If they are ill 
or absent or move away, the group we are 
speaking of is at a loss for a trained replace- 
ment. 

Who are you training to be your replace- 
ment? Have you selected and trained this per- 
son out of loyalty to friendship or loyalty to the 
NSAC? 

When are you planning on helping your 
Pastor clean the church, shovel the snow, mow 
the lawn, dust the pews, help with the paper- 
work, send out the bulletins, audit the books, 
repair the roof leaks, plan the socials, etc., or 
are you going to sit back and watch the others 
do it in 1975, too? 

If you have been an active and sincere mem- 
ber, the satisfaction of volunteering and help- 
ing with no thought of reward or credit, is a 
unique, clean, and wonderful feeling; that can 
only be understood by a co-worker. 

If you have no particular church affiliation 
or wish to change your present one, be certain 
that you know what Spiritualism is and why 
Spiritualists know it to be a science, a philos- 
ophy, and a religion combined, before seeking 
membership. 

Membership in any organization can be an 
active part of your life or not, depending on 
many factors. If you want to find the good in a 
church or any organization—you can find it. If

Lent first step which begins the 

ascent to the Father’s House. Spiritual advance- 
ment will lead us from Belief to Knowing, from 
Knowing to BEING, the ultimate goal we must 


attain ... Bible statements on Belief (among 
many) follow: 

“Fear not, only believe”... “He that be- 
lieveth on Me (Christ) hath ETERNAL Life” 
... “Blessed are they who believe, yet have not 
seen” 

Pondering over these verses, the question 
arises, what and whom to believe? Jesus gives 
the answer: “YE BELIEVE IN GOD, BE- 
LIEVE ALSO IN ME” Who is this Me? Paul 
tells us clearly: “IT IS CHRIST IN YOU THE 
HOPE OF GLORY” As God is Spirit, so is man. 
Thus we “PUT ON THE NEW MAN FOR THE 
OLD” by “CEASING FROM MAN WHOSE 
BREATH IS IN HIS NOSTRILS” 

We read in Revelation: “BEHOLD I HAVE 
SET BEFORE YOU AN OPEN DOOR WHICH 
NO ONE CAN SHUT” This Door represents 
Christ the gateway and entry to the spiritual 
realm. “NO MAN COMETH TO GOD BUT BY 
CHRIST” quotes the Aquarian Gospel. There- 
fore, Jesus’ specific mission was to reveal this 
Christ to be the “ONLY BEGOTTEN SON OF 
GOD” wholly spiritual in nature. When answer- 
ing Jesus’ question concerning his true identity, 


Peter answered forcefully: “THOU ART, 


CHRIST THE SON OF THE LIVING GOD” 
Paul agreed, saying: “I live, yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me” Jesus knowing this also 
refused all personal worship. 

It is essential to differentiate between Jesus 
(son of man) and Christ (Son of God) in order 
to grasp their respective missions. Each fulfilled 
two distinct roles toward man’s enlightenment 
. . . Christ proved the line of contact and com- 
munication with the Creator to be always open 
... Jesus proved ONENESS with the Father 
saying boldly: “I, AND MY FATHER ARE 
ONE” BELIEVE THAT I AM IN MY FATHER 
AND THE FATHER IN ME” His teachings 


seem contradictory unless spiritually under- 
stood. For instance, speaking from his human 
self, he humbly said: I, OF MINE OWN SELF 
CAN DO NOTHING” and from his divine Self: 
“I CAN DO ALL THINGS THROUGH 
CHRIST” We ourselves, have also been given 
“DOMINION OVER ALL THINGS” asking us 
to simply BELIEVE. 

The Bible verse: “BEFORE ABRAHAM 
WAS, I AM” confirms the previous existence 
of Christ BEFORE manifesting through Jesus, 
as yet unborn, thus clearing the mystery of 
their different tasks. 

Jesus was a mystical, illumined teacher and 
revelator. He was the first to reveal God to be 
a most loving, merciful and forgiving God, 
nullifying the outgrown belief in a vengeful 
warlike Deity. He was rightfully called THE 
“PRINCE OF PEACE” as war and hatred were 
totally inimical to his tender nature. He demon- 
strated Life to be “ETERNAL” and the golden 
chord which binds all in unity through bound- 
less infinite LOVE. 

Unfortunately, Jesus’ admonition to “LOVE 
EVEN OUR ENEMIES AND BLESS THEM 
WHO CURSE US” is willfully ignored by many 
who profess to be his followers. They refuse to 
recognize his various psychic gifts, such as 
precognition, clairvorance, contact with the 
Spirit world, even conversing with Moses and 
Elias at the Mount of transfiguration. 

Believing that we are under the law of sin, 
sickness and death, we become subject to them 
and their subsequent penalty. However, we may 
refuse to accept such a law avoiding its un- 
pleasant reaction by righteous living. Immunity 
from harm depends entirely upon our renounc- 
ing the belief in two powers, namely Good and 
Evil, knowledge of which was strictly forbidden. 

Insight will finally reveal that all evil ex- 
periences can only occur in an unreal and un- 
stable dream state. If it were not so, God 
would be held responsible for all the ills and 
afflictions which plague mankind. This is in- 
conceivable, for did not God promise “DE- 
LIVERANCE FROM ALL EVIL and “HEAL- 
ING OF ALL OUR WOUNDS” His loving as- 
surance that “All that I have thine” cannot be 
surpassed. Therefore, we need not ask or beg 
for what has already so lavishly and abundantly 
been given us. 

The mystery is somewhat dispelled when we 
realize this world is in fact the Adamic dream 
world of mortal conception. True immaculate 
conception refers only to God’s spiritual crea- 
tion of man “MADE IN HIS IMAGE AND 
LIKENESS” (not human likeness). John dis- 
tinctly tells us that the “SONS OF GOD ARE 
NOT BORN OF FLESH AND BLOOD NOR 
OF THE WILL OF MAN.” 

In this dream state, the human mind is 
found to be the source of all discordant and

This neighbor cannot 
give up his conception of a personal God, any more than 
I can give up Infinite Intelligence. Let us keep our 
ideas til we grow out of them.

LOVE is the keynote of LIFE—that great im- 
personal love that is able to find good no matter how 
deeply hidden. 

Cannot we Spiritualists as a people, and as an or- 
ganization, harmonize on the basis of Universal Love? 

What if this man’s opinion differs from ours! He 
may be looking through a glass of one color, while our 
glass may be of several colors. His viewpoint is as im- 
portant to him as ours is to us. He has as great a right 
to his conclusions as we have to ours. 

Shall this prevent the manifestation of love,— 
broad,—impersonal? We are diversified—no one can 
doubt that!

THE SEARCH

“Blessed are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness, for they shall be 
filled.” Matthew 5:6. 

No search has been dearer to the human 
heart than that which brings us light from God. 
No study has taken so much of human energy, 
whether in times past or present, as the study 
of the soul, of God, and of human destiny. Thus 
it has been throughout the ages in all countries. 
Man has wanted to look beyond, wanted to ex- 
pand himself, and all that we call progress; 
evolution, has always been measured by that 
one search—the search for human destiny, the 
search for God. 

Each individualized soul expresses this 
search in a different manner, one perhaps 
through music, another through the study of 
chemistry, physics, botany—but each in its 
own manner searches for the expression of the 
Truth which is God. We seek an intelligence in 
ourselves which sees beyond our present limited 
manifestation of the Law of the Universe into 
its real essence. The more perfectly we express 
through the personal factor, the greater will be 
the results developed from the Universal Law. 


Therefore our lines of study in our search 
should be two-fold—on the one hand the theo- 
retical study of the Universal Laws in action; 
and on the other hand a practical approach to 
the knowledge and understanding of those laws 
that we may best apply to the use of that under- 
standing. 


Man has learned that to weigh the sun, to 
chart a course to the moon, and the laws of 
chemistry and physics extant in the dark ages 
are no different now. The next lesson to be 
learned is that there is a continuation of the 
laws of matter, not only in scientific discoveries 
but into the more subtle kingdoms of thought 
and of will. Religion, or worship, is the attitude 
of those who see this unity—who see that in 
spite of all outward appearances, the nature of 
all things work for Truth. 


We would be shortsighted indeed to limit 
our faith only to laws set forth by scientists, 
the chemists, the physicists, etc. Those laws do 
not stop where our eyes lose them, but continue 
on into the invisible planes of social and rational 


life. And we see a reaction, a judgment for. 


every action. 


A reckless individual believes in luck, in 
circumstance—he just happens to be there at 
the wrong or the right time. On the other hand, 
a thinking man, a true seeker after the Truth 
of God and the Laws of Nature will see the va- 
lidity of the Law of Cause and Effect; as we 
think, so we are; as we are, so we do; and as 
we do, so it is done to us. The law is the basis 


of the human mind—in us it is inspiration, and 
in the natural order of consequence we see the 
manifestation of its strength. In the progress of 
our soul’s search for enlightened expression, we 
become more and more aware that victory in 
any endeavor is not dependent on a turn of a 
wheel of fortune. In sincere, dedicated effort 
there is victory, there is no chance; and we 
acquire a love for sincerity. We acquire new 
sights and new standards by which we see be- 
yond the deed and come to recognize the 
strength, the qualities, the Spirit of the doer. 

There have been many anecdotes told in 
Naples and Rome concerning the kindness and 
discernment of the Catholic Saint Philip Neri. 
One such concerns a long and tiring journey he 
made on behalf of the Pope. The Abbess of a 
convent had advised the Pope of the rare gifts 
of inspiration and prophecy claimed by one of 
the nuns at the convent. Philip was dispatched 
to the convent to ascertain her character. The 
nun was sent in to speak to Philip. As soon as 
she came into the room Philip stretched out his 
leg all bespattered with mud and asked her to 
draw off his boots. The young nun who had be- 
come the object of much attention and respect, 
drew back with anger and refused. Philip spoke 
no further and left immediately. Upon his re- 
turn to Rome he told the Pope: “Give yourself 
no uneasiness, Holy Father; there is no miracle, 
for there is no humility.” 

What shines within, shines without to be 
perceived and recognized by the discerning man. 
By this same token, only that which we have 
within can we see expressed without. One can- 
not see the grandeur about himself unless his 
soul expresses the grandeur within. Can you 
see the grandeur of a weed, admire its tenacity 
and its single-minded dedication to life, even as 
you remove it from your flower bed? Can you 
see the grandeur in the soul of another even as 
you remove yourself from the patterns of his 
expression ? 

Each of us is seemingly searching for some- 
thing different. One may say he needs more 
knowledge; another might think he has knowl- 
edge, but is searching for a deeper understand- 
ing of what his mind knows. One may say, “I’m 
searching for identity,” and another, “For pur- 
pose.” One may say he knows his purpose is to 


serve and asks where to serve; while another 


says, “Show me how to serve.” And underlying 
all these searching questions is the basic one of 
What is Truth? If we knew that then all else 
would be clear. One may search for centuries 
after truth to find that he had the answer all 
the time! For Truth is God and God is Truth. 
One need only to turn within one’s self to find 
the Godhood that is—and the search for that 
which is seemingly lost is found. We come to 
the realization that it was only seemingly lost. 

This realization can come only in the peace

and the solitude of our personal communication 
with the Spirit of Absolute Truth. Lessons can 
come from the podium, from books or from the 
Lyceum, but until we meet our God in prayer 
and in daily meditation, those lessons remain 
only that—lessons. Now, I do not in any way 
deny the need for lessons! There is a great need 
for learning. I believe there will always be that 
search for further enlightenment, for greater 
and a more perfect expression of the Godhood 
within, the expression that is manifested 
through the mental faculties. 

But for us in the here and now, did you al- 
ways know that you are as much a part of God 
as was Jesus? Buddha? Or did that knowledge 
come into your mental universe through some 
lesson heard or read? At which point did it 
change from a lesson conceived by a teacher to 
a truth perceived by yourself? It has been said 
so many times, “That which we put our atten- 
tion on, we become.” So having heard the words 
“T am a part of God,” we begin our search for 
perception of that truth by saying and thinking 
that phrase in many different ways, putting our 
full attention on it not only in morning or eve- 
ning prayer, but throughout the day. Eventu- 
ally it becomes more than a lesson learned. It 
becomes a truth perceived. It becomes an ex- 
pression of God within. If you see a situation 
developing that could lead to an argument, you 
can actually stop resentment before it starts 
and back off into an emotionally neutral corner 
with the realization and the affirmation that 
“I am a part of God—the antagonist in this 
situation is also a part of God—if I argue with 
him, I’m actually seeing and arguing with my- 
self.” Then a lesson learned becomes a lesson 
perceived; not until it is applied can it truly be 
perceived. We may have searched the world of 
books and lessons, and where does our search 
end? Within ourselves by touching our own 
Godhood! 

There are 1,440 minutes in each 24-hour day. 
Can we honestly say we are searching for the 
path of illumination, for truth, for God, while 
we make all kinds of excuses as to why we can- 
not spare 10 minutes of those 1,440 to devote 
to communication with that God of Truth? 


I could give you specific information as to 
the cause of corns and bunions on the feet, why 
one has a constant sore throat and another 
never seems to catch a cold, why ulcers, why 
cancer. But, frankly, I feel lessons such as these 
should come through the Lyceum to dedicated 
students and that giving it from the podium in 
a general address would only lead to confusion 
through partial understanding. I do say, how- 
ever, that no matter what your dis-ease, dis- 
order, the balance can be found within yourself 
—the balance of mental function and soul fac- 
ulty. That balance is established through daily 
prayer and constant effort of right thought, 
right action. Our healing prayer asks for re- 


moval of all obstructions from mind and body 
and is that not asking for guidance for right 
thought, right action? “And I will do my part” 
—does that not promise constant effort, con- 
stant application! 

Does the search seem difficult? Does the way 
seem long? Are you impatient? Learn to give, 
thinking not of return. For those who give and 
think of return have to learn the Law of Pain 
of Patience. Give! Think not of return and unto 
you all shall be given. 

“Think humble, yet well of thyself, for in 
thy thinking is created the vehicle of the soul.” 

You have been asked to see God in every- 
thing and everywhere. We have all been taught 
that, but it is when we come to the practical 
side that the difficulty begins. Remember how 
in Aesop’s Fables a fine stag is looking at his 
form reflected in a lake and is saying to his 
young one, “How powerful I am. Look at my 
splendid head; look at my limbs. How strong 
and muscular they are. And how swiftly I can 
run.” Then he hears the barking of dogs in the 
distance and immediately takes to his heels. 
After he has run several miles he comes back 
panting. The young one says, “You just told 
me how strong you were. How was it that when 
the dogs barked you ran away?” “Yes, my son, 
but when the dogs bark, all my confidence van- 
ishes.” Such is the case with us. We think 
highly of humanity. We feel ourselves strong 
and valiant. We make grand resolves. But when 
the dogs of trial and temptation bark, we are 
like the stag in the fable. 

Then if such is the case, what is the use of 
all these lessons? There is the greatest use— 
that perserverance will finally conquer. If a man 
with a goal makes a thousand mistakes, I am 
sure that the man without a goal makes fifty 
thousand. 

It is thought which is the propelling force 
within us. Fill the mind with the highest 
thoughts, hear them day after day, think them 
month after month. Never dwell on the failures; 
they are quite natural. They are the beauty of 
life, these failures. What would life be without 
them? Life would not be worth having if it 
were not for struggles. Where would be the 
poetry of life? 

Never mind these mistakes, these little back- 
slidings. For it is true that out of the mud 


grows the lotus. Hold the ideal a thousand 


times, and if you fail a thousand times, make 
the attempt once more! The Ideal of Man isto 
see God in everything, but if you cannot’ see 
Him in everything, see Him in one thing, in 
that thing which you like best, and then see 
him in another. So on you cañ>go. There. is 
infinite life before the soul. Take your time and 
you will achieve your goal. 

Why should you search for what you never 
lost? You are pure already; you are free al-

BIBLE PHRASES: 
HAVE THEY BEEN MISINTERPRETED?

Certainly one of the biggest hassles in re- 
ligious history has been waged over the in- 
terpretation of Bible phrases. Indeed, entire 
denominations have evolved from such differ- 
ences; great chasms of fear and mistrust have 
separated the human family; wars have been 
fought and lives trampled defending finite in- 
terpretations of phrases reputed to be divinely 
inspired centuries before. As one religion 
espouses to the divinity of the man, the next 
views him shrouded in dishonor and falls on 
bended knee in a vain hope of assuring his 
soul’s progress. Another ideology see medical 
and scientific advances as a threat, the next 
praises that same advance as evidence that 
God is working through man. Some sects be- 
hold and defend man as being saved by the 
grace of God alone and take great pains to 
define ways to stay on the rigid avenue, the 
next searches for that same saving grace by 
choosing his individual pathway as carefully as 
an athelete attunes his thinking to the vision 
of victory before beginning the race. The battle 
rages! ...and through it all, the Bible phrases 
remain, like an ominous challenge, seemingly 
unpenetrated by those who have pitted their 
all against the mighty fortress. 

And we haven’t gained an inch, though 
we've walked untold miles! 

Our complicated society has increased its 
speed to a lightning pace. A compelling and 
often doubtful destiny seems to lurk before us, 
but there is little time to look back. One glance 
to the rear and the future is threatened. We 
rush like mad dogs, racing to catch an illusive 
prize, bumping and snarling at each other 
toward an uncertain victory. And all under the 
guise of seeking PEACE! All under the disguise 
of man-determined dogmas and moralities 
quoted from scriptures whose origins are lost in 
antiquity. 

Some insist, “Jesus said, ‘....... 7” quote 
scripture and verse and for unquestionable 
proof, they point to a line printed in red. As the 
voice of ages past shouts from the soul, man 
sticks his finger in a book and roars, “Get thee 
behind me Satan!” 

Perhaps our unrewarded search can be at- 
tributed to the foundation from which we have 
launched our premise. In the beginning man’s 
encounter with life was planted firmly in spir- 
itual efforts. They didn’t judge their inequal- 
ities by who drove a fancy chariot or who 
scortched his toes on the hot sands through his 
sandals as he “walked” to his destination. They 
measured their Godness by the demonstrable re- 
wards of the spirit. Jesus, probably the greatest 
medium of their time, was accorded limitless 


attention by both those who trusted him as well 
as those who did not. Why? Certainly not be- 
cause he owned a Cadillac car to parade his 
worth, but because his perception was evidenced 
by his occult forces! Forces not derived of man, 
nor might one purchase such a gift—they were 
rewards from God for deligent attunement. His 
differences from other men was nothing ma- 
terial, it was in the things of the spirit. His 
ability to part the waves, his ability to heal, or 
walk on water were fruits of his occult percep- 
tion. Hide your head if you must, but we are 
wooing a viper if we insist in courting limited 
phrases to establish man’s soul in paradise. 

If man were to suddenly perceve that the 
occult forces of his being—mental man as 
against physical man—holds his salvation, then 
the obstacles of our fruitless search in modern 
civilization might well be washed asunder by 
the ensuing flood of revelation. The number is 
limitless, but let’s examine a few examples of 
such perceptive awakenings: 

If “The light of the body is the eye” (Luke 
11:34) refers not to the physical eye, but to 
the so-called third eye of occult literature, then 
we have a completely different connotation to 
the passage. Those rewarded with sight from 
this mysterious third eye might be demonstrat- 
ing Truths such as are considered miracles in 
Bible lore. This makes God a twentieth century 
moving power! Strike a match to a candle and 
anyone with ordinary vision can see its light, 
but behold the light of the invisible through 
this gift called the third eye and those around 
you will wonder, “Where is it? Which direction 
shall I look to behold, Why can I not see it as 
well?” ! 

Consider this also: There is an old expres- 
sion about your brains being in your feet. Any 
first grader knows that physically your brain 
is located in your head. In occult literature 
there are references to the feet being the sym- 
bol of knowledge. It is quoted that the earth is 
God’s footstool and if that has always struck 
you as denoting that man is somehow un- 
worthy, something fit only to stick one’s fee on, 
then consider the change in attitude if God’s 
feet actually means God’s knowledge, thereby 
suggesting that His Knowledge is upon the 
earth! More than just a handy transition, this 
creates a challenge to stand up tall, not fall 
down in utter degradation. 

The arms symbolize action. The list is end- 
less. Read our Bible with these symbols and an 
entirely new Truth reaches out from the pages. 
Perhaps past generations had knowledge of 
Truths that man has managed to push aside in 
his powerful allegiance to dogmas and creeds. 
Man, the incredible intellect. He can propel him- 
self all the way to the moon, but turns a deaf 
ear when asked to believe that a similar being 
can propel his thoughts, unaided by scientific

Question: 

Is the other world as natural, astronomi- 
cally considered, as the globe we now inhabit?

Answer: 

The other world is not another planet, but 
the continuing life and law of this one. 

This being true the astronomical relation- 
ship will not essentially change. The change 
will be in us, and not in the planet or its life. 
So our interest may change and intensify, and 
our appreciation grow, but so called death to 
the individual does not in any way disturb the 
solar system. 

Question: 

Is it true that if one without a higher edu- 
cation passes into the Spirit World, he, or she, 
will disintegrate and dissolve into the Sea of 
Ether ?—J.C.T., Wash. 

Answer: 

The answer to the above question is posi- 
tively NO. Immortality is not a question of de- 
velopment, but is an inherent law. If life con- 
tinues naturally, then all its fundamental ex- 
pressions must be expressed in the future as 
well. The only definite change is in the degree 
of its expression, which is increased. 

Individual expression is not the result of 
education, either from school processes or gen- 
eral observation and contact; but is the funda- 
mental law of life, and education is the result 
of individual training and experience which re- 
veals the inherent qualities and powers in their 
strength and art. 

To once become a living human Ego is to 
live on and on—Immortality. 

Reply to Mrs. Watson’s query in regard to 
the answer to the question “What is life?” in 
he January number of The National Spirit- 
ualist: 


My Dear Mrs. Watson: You have answered 
your own query when you ask “Or were Spirit, 
Soul and Life Co-eternal?” Yes, but in trying 
to answer questions and not mislead or muddle 
we must move systematically, which is a proc- 
ess we have not done as a people, and it gives 
our opponents ground to their advantage 
against us. 


Every reasoner has to assume a basis to 
work from. There are just two, the Spiritual 
and the Material. Spiritualism has established 
itself on the Spiritual. That being the case, 
Spirit must be the universal foundation, “the 
Invisible, Indefinable, Everlasting Breath.”

Again and again the 
Psalmist writes of God’s 
“lovingkindness” toward 
His children. For example, 
he says in Psalm 103:4: 
“Who crowneth thee with 
- lovingkindness and tender 
mercies. “We also believe 
that God-Spirit is like that. 
But sometimes when trou- 
ble or disappointment or 
sorrow come to us it is hard 
E for us to remember this lov- 

ing kindness. The Psalmist 
Rev. E. Muse _ himself had that difficulty, 
but still we find him saying, “What time I am 
afraid, I will trust in Thee.” So even in those 
hours when we are deeply troubled let us look 
up and trust. Even through our tears we can 
see with the eye of faith the love and kindness 
of this great Infinite Intelligence. 

Meditation helps us amid the confusions of 
daily life to hold on to the abiding realities. 
There are so many things that make their 
claims upon our time and thought and energy 
that it is easy to begin to feel that these are 
the important things, or at the very least to 
become so beset with them that there is little 
room for anything else. As we meditate, how- 
ever, and especially as we allow time for God- 
Spirit to interpret these messages to the soul, 
we have the experience that the opostle had in 
that we begin to look “not to the things that 
are seen but to the things that are unseen” and 
to understand anew that “the things that are 
seen are transient but the things that are un- 
seen are eternal”.

Here truly there is strength for our 
time of weakness; guidance when we lack wis- 
dom; comfort for our sorrow; peace for our un- 
rest; light for every time of darkness. So we 
make our prayer in the words with which the 
Psalmist ended his song: “Search me, O GOD, 
and know my heart... and lead me in the way 
everlasting.” 

A revealing legend tells of five travelers who 
met at the close of a year long ago and spent 
several hours in reminiscence reviewing their 
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Spiritual 


fate during the year that was drawing to a 
close. The first had lost his fortune; the second 
had lost his wife; the third had lost his friends; 
the fourth, his health. The fifth man expressed 
his loss in rhyme: 

“Sad losses ye have met 

But mine is saddest yet; 

The Believing Heart 

Is gone from me.” 

The words of the fifth traveler relate the 
saddest of all tragedies, for here expressed is 
the feeling of one who has awakened to the 
realization that God-Spirit has been lost to his 
life. His declaration could be the testimony of 
countless numbers through the ages. Perhaps 
in our day and time much of the discontent and’ 
inquietude credited to economic, social and psy- 
chological factors could be rooted in the fact 
that God-Spirit has been lost to life and ex- 
perience.

COMMERCIAL MEDIUMSHIP 


We hear a great deal said about com- 
mercializing mediumship and it might be 
worthwhile to look into the mater just a little. 
How can mediums commercialize their gifts or 
services? Are they more culpable in this re- 
spect than any other of our Spiritualist work- 
ers? Just how shall we define the crime and 
thus fasten it on the guilty parties? 

In the first place we may confidently say for 
a medium to demand a fair price for her time in 
giving messages, while it is a commercial trans- 
action, yet it cannot be condemed as wrong. 
Time is given to men and women in which to 
make an honest living and one man’s time does 
not belong to another man only on the basis of 
a fair exchange. If for any reason I give you 
a portion of my time you are morally bound to 
give me an equivalent to what that time is 
worth to me had I employed it in any other 
form of work. And the fact that a medium is 
engaged in spiritual service does not change 
the obligation, for when the medium gives you 
her spiritual service it necessarily requires the 
presence and use of her bodily organs as well. 
She cannot give you spiritual ministrations 
and at the same time serve another in a ma- 
terial way. When you secure her spiritual serv- 
ice you make it impossible for her to earn a 
living in a material way and are under obliga- 
tion to, renumerate her for all that she re- 
linquishes in the material way to serve you in 
the spiritual field. That is why Paul exclaimed: 
“If we have ministered unto you in spiritual 
things you ought to minister unto us worldly 
things.” 

This is so self-evident that I do not need to 
argue it further. The pitiful assertion that be- 
cause I am employed in spiritual service I 
should give it free and not make any sordid 
money demands thus falls to the ground. Spir- 
its may serve us freely because they have no 
bodily material wants to be provided for, but 
my spirit is yet encased in a physical body that 
insistently demands food and clothing and crea- 
ture comforts. 


Let us get down to cases. A medium told me 
recently that she was approached by another 
| medium and asked to join an association of 
mediums who would demand $25.00 for each 
visit to a place to give messages after a lec- 
ture. Also a certain lecturer said he would 
not go and deliver a lecture anywhere unless 
he was assured a salary of $50.00 a trip. These 
cases bring us to the heart of the affair. Here. 
is commercializing, profiteering, actual pre- 
meditated stealing proposed. ` 

Mind you, there is nothing wrong in a me- 
dium or a speaker demanding $25 for their 
services at certain given places; that is to say, 
at any place able to pay such a price. There is 
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nothing wrong in that even though the price 
should be above the amount that would average 
right. Paul said to certain churches: “I robbed 
you that I might serve other churches.” In 
other words, he took from the strong and 
wealthy that he might give to the poor and 
the needy. 

That was all right and mediums and lec- 
turers are perfectly justified in charging good 
prices of those who are able to pay it. Like Paul 
they can charge more at one place and less at 
another and so equalize the charges to dif- 
ferent places and secure their living at the same 
time. Such a procedure is perfectly right. 


But here is a place where a good medium is 
needed or a lecturer to explain the teaching of 
Spiritualism, and they are too poor to pay the 
big salary. A nearby medium or lecturer could 
serve them but will not because the big price is 
not to be had. Is that right? Well, let us say, if 
he can give the time elsewhere for his expected 
salary it is all right, but if he just sits around 
and refuses to serve, remaining idle rather, 
than to labor for less, then he is to be con- 
demned. 


To illustrate. If I have a loaf of bread and 
a hungry man wants that loaf, and if the 
hungry man has the price to pay for it, I am 
perfectly justified in demanding the price of 
him. I am under no obligation to feed him for 
nothing when he is as able to pay as I am to 
give. 

But if I meet a starving man, without 
money to buy a crumb, then I am an inhuman 
wretch if I refuse to give him at least part of 
my bread. And it is exactly so with the bread 
of life with lecturers and mediums who have to 
feed the hungry and needy. To those who have 
the price we should make the demand for proper 
compensation, but to those in dire straits, starv- 
ing and helpless, we are under a Divine compul- 
sion to give without money and without price. 
That is the way I feel and more, that is the way 
I act. 


A medium or lecturer who will not serve any 
person, without a specific sum being paid, sub- 
ject to no reduction, is commercializing his 
work. For any medium or lecturer who wil not 
serve church or people, but will sit at home idle 
if they cannot raise a certain sum, I have noth- 
ing but supreme contempt. A man who would 
let a fellow being starve for temporal bread be- 
cause he did not have the money to pay for it 
we would brand as heartless, and a medium or 
lecturer who would withhold the bread of life 
from a starving soul in spiritual distress is a 
disgrace to the name of Spiritualist. 

My plan is to go and lecture for people ac- 
cording to their ability to pay. I make no specific 
charge, demanding the same from all regardless 
of their ability to pay. And.if I did not during 
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each year give considerable time to those who 
are too poor to pay large amounts I would feel 
sorely condemned. 

In short, any medium or lecturer who sets 
a great big price on his work and will sit idle 
rather than serve his fellows for less, though 
he knows they are worthy but needy, is a dis- 
grace to the cause of Spiritualism. He is what 
I call a commercializer, and I have just as much 
respect for a thief as for that kind of medium 
or lecturer. 

Make those pay who are able to pay, but 
for the sake of decency give your services to 
those who need but are unable to pay. If you 
would rather do nothing but to work a little 
for sweet charity’s sake you are not worthy to 
be called by the sacred name Spiritualist. 


NEW EYES FOR BOYS AND GIRLS 


All progress is based on curiosity. Only to 
the inquiring mind does enlightenment come, 
and there can be no such thing as an education 
which is regardless of those things that im- 
mediately surround us—the earth, the vege- 
tables, the flowers, the trees, the rocks, the 
birds, the streams, the animals, the skies, and 
those machines through which the forces of 
nature work. 

I am conscious every day of the defects in 
my early education, for I should have been 
taught, first of all, not technical botany, but the 
nature of plants, the difference between plants, 
and the nature of the layers of the earth, and 
the difference between them, and all those 
things that would make a walk or a drive a 
constant panorama of delight. 

As it is, I have walked through the world 
almost blindfolded. The Lyceum program gives 
new eyes to boys and girls, and men and women.

SPIRITUALISM:—THE MOTHER OF MEN AND

Out of the shadows of the past, the world is moving 
into light, it is day-break everywhere! And on the 
horizon of the human mind, Spiritualism is dawning, 
bringing a brighter and kindlier light to all. 
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STEPS FOR ORDINATION 


A candidate for ordination as Minister of Spirit- 
ualism must satisfy the N.S.A.C. Board. 

FIRST: Membership in a church affiliated with 
N.S.A.C. 


SECOND: After one or more years membership in 
one and the same affiliated church, apply for, and re- 
ceive a Licentiate Minister Certificate, from either the 
State Body or, if a directly chartered N.S.A.C. church, 
from the National Board. 


THIRD: (a) That he has passed satisfactory ex- 
aminations in the General Course and Advanced Course 
offered by our Bureau of Education or in one year’s 
course at Morris Pratt Institute, or in one year’s course 
in some school or educational center whose curriculum 
shall have first been approved by the N.S.A.C. Board, 
and that he has been a member in good standing for 
one year next preceding date of application in some one 
church affiliated with the N.S.A.C. 

(b) That he has held a Licentiate certificate for at 
least two years, immediately preceding date of applica- 
tion, or holds a diploma from Morris Pratt Institute. 


FOURTH: File an official application for ordination 
with the State Board, if a State Association has juris- 
diction, or with the N.S.A.C. Board, if applicant is a 
member of a directly chartered church. The application 
as aoe form must have the endorsement of applicant’s 
church. 


FIFTH: After formal application is filed preliminary 
examination blanks will be furnished to State Associa- 
tions, or to an examing committee if applicant is a 
member of a directly chartered church. The candidate 
for ordination will present himself for this preliminary 
examination. 


SIXTH: The preliminary examinations are for- 
warded to the Secretary of the N.S.A.C., and if they 
are in proper form, and comply with the N.S.A.C. law, 
the papers are presented to the N.S.A.C. Board for re- 
view. If the preliminary examinations show merit, the 
applicant is: 

SEVENTH: Advised to appear before the N.S.A.C. 
Board, or a Committee appointed by the National Presi- 
dent, for a final oral examination. Note: Committees 
are sometimes appointed to accommodate applicants 
who find it inconvenient to appear before the N.S.A.C. 
Board when the Board is in session. 


EIGHTH: The oral examination is the last test de- 
termining the qualification of the applicant. If the oral 
examination before the N.S.A.C. Board, or the written 
report of an examining committee, which conducted an 
oral examination, is approved, ordination is granted, 
and authorization is executed directing a representative 
of the N.S.A.C. to perform the rites of ordination.
